The thief, for instance, ex- 
cuses his robbery, on the claim that many so called respectable people 
are gaining money through crooked financial transactions. 
Everybody 


who does anything wrong can always find some one to point to, who he 
says is just as bad as he, yet whose'derelictions are tolerated. 


If wrongdoers are punished, some folks raise the cry that the little 


fellows who commit trifling crimes are 
gh en severe sentences while 


prominent people engage in transactions that do infinitely more harm, 
yet manage to slip through the law. Thus the impression is given that 
society is biased and unfair and comes down hard on small offenders while 
letting big ones go. 


If that feeling became general, society would deteriorate fast. 
As 


long as there is so much sin in the world, many people are going to do 
wrong things and "get away with it," in spite of the best efforts of gov- 
ernments, courts and police. Xow if all the other people who do wrong 
things can have their deeds tolerated, on the ground that other offend- 
ers have escaped, the whole structure of society falls down. 


The only way to remove evils is to hand out exact justice to anyone 


who is caught doing wrong, regardless whether other people escape or 
not. 


People who are accused of doing wrong are often grossly misjudged. 


They may have a wholly different story to tell if you could hear their 
side of it. The man who excuses his own conduct by pointing out the 
errors of other people, has. all he can do to atone for his own sins and 
should give his whole attention to his own faults. 


All politeness is owing to liberty. Wo polish one another, and rub 


off our corners and rough side* by a sort of amicable collision. To re- 
strain this Is Inevitably to bring a rust* upon man's understandings.

Dealers May Be Required 


to Sell Candidacy as 


Well as Flivers

Washington, D. C..- Jan. 29.—One

The man to be blamed for it all is, 
of course, Henry Ford.

However, the fact that- a consid- 
erable number of his fellow citizens 
run a temperature and grow pur- 
plish of countenance 
when

think of It does not make Mr. Ford 
any the less a presidential possibility. 
He is decidedly that, if you are for 
him, if you 
are against him, if 


you are so neutral that you do not 
care who beats him. Furthermore, 
despite disclaimers from the vicinity 
of Dearborn, Michigan, there 
are 


more tangible evidences in the way 
of organized effort that show he is 
an actual candidate than can be dis- 
cerned in connection with any of the 
other possibilities. 
Ford Clubs, witli a home organisa- 
tion in Dearborn, are being formed 
all over the country, and if'half that 
is heard may be believed Ford deal- 
ers will be required to sell the Ford 
presidential candidacy along 
with 
Ford cars, Ford tractors, the Ford 
magazine, and all other Ford pro- 
ducts. The lot of a Ford dealer may 
be a hard one. but it bids fair to be 
a busy one and slightly strenuous. 
Some of the dealers may not like 


to handle this latest of Ford pro- 
ducts. Many of them did not like it 
when they were told that they should 
sell a certain number proportionate 
to their quota of Ford cars. But 
they sold the tractors. They didn't 
have to, of 
course. 
There 
was 


nothing compulsory about it. They 
could relinquish their agencies, but it 


States, it is understood, but as there 
are fewer 
than 500 districts and 


more than 7,000 Ford dealers it would 
appear that a club may be started 
in practically every sizable town in 
the country. 


Mr. Ford himself is said to be ig- 
norant of all this activity in his be- 
half and to have done nothing to 
authorize or to inspire 
it. 
That 


makes his friends smile and his en- 
emies snort. The flivver king may 
not be as wise as Solomon, and he 
may not know whether Herodutus was 
the father of history or the first Greek 
fruit vendor, but no considerable 
number of his employees could de- 
vote any considerable part of their 
time to political activities without 
his knowing it and without his sanc- 
tioning it. 


In 1916 he waa not an avowed can- 


didate and was supposed to depre- 
cate the mention of his name in con- 
nection with the presidency. Never- 
theless he was entered in the Michi- 
gan, primaries, carried them and rec- 
eived 32 votes on the first ballot in 
the Republican national convention 
!' This brings up the question as to 
Ford's party affiliations. Will 
he- 


seek the Republican or the Demo- 
cratic nomination, or will he head an 
independent party movement. 
By way of answer it may be saiS 
that Mr. Ford takes partisanship 
rather lightly. He is supposed to 
have been a Republican originally, 
and in 1916, as has been recalled, 
he was a candidate in the Republican 
primaries in his state before th© Re- 
publican national convention. Later 
he -was a candidate for the Republi- 
can nomination for 
United States 
senator, and when he was defeated 
accepted the Democratic nomination 
and made the race against New- 
berry. 
In the organization of the Ford 


for President clubs, nothing is being 
said about the ticket upon which 
Ford expects to run. This omission 
is not to be regarded as an over- 
sight. On the contrary, it is a fair 
inference that the Ford boomers hope 
to create what appears to be a great 
popular demand-for their man and 
then to go after either the Republi- 
can or the Democratic nomination, 
the exigencies of the situation at the 
time to be the determining factor. 
Failing to capture either of the 
major parties it may be expected 
that the effort will be made to mar- 
shall the popular demand into a new 
party. The history of politics has 
demonstrated 
that a third 
party 


movement, to attain formidable pro- 
portions, must be centered around 
a great personality. There are those 
who believe Ford is or has that. 
There _are others who disagree with 
that view.
